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HE Writings of Mr Bunyan need no recom- 
mendatory Preface, The various editions they 
have paſſed through, and the different lan- 
guages into which many of them have been tranſlated, . 
ſufficiently prove that the gifts of Gop which were ia 
him, have, by the divine bleſſing, been made very 
acceptable and uſeful to the Churches. Though be © 
was Called to the knowledge and miniſtry of the Goſpel 

from a low ftate of life, as well as from a vicious courſe 
of converſation, and was unfurniſhed with buman lite- 
rature, the Lok p, the great, the Sectual, the only ef 
tual teacher, made him, in an eminent degree, an able 
and ſucceſsful miniſter of the New Teſtament. It is 

| probable that only the people to whom he perſonally 
preached would have been benefited by his zeal and 

experience, had not the Lox p permitted the rage f 

his enemies to prevail againſt him for a ſeaſon, He 

lived in more trying days than thoſe in which our lot 
is fallen. For preaching the Word of Life to finners, 


he was ſentenced to perpetual baniſhment, but what he 
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actually ſuffered was impriſonment for more than twelve 
years. But his ſpirit Was not bound. Though ſe- 
cluded from his public work, be could not be idle. 

He applied himſelf to writing books, and moſt of the 
Treatiſes, by which being dead he ſtill ſpeaketh (in 

number about threeſcore) were compoſed during his 
ceonfinement in Bedford Goal. Thus his adverſaties 
| themſelves contributed to extend his uſefulneſs by the 
the very methods they took to prevent it. And (as in 
the Apoſtle's caſe) the things that happened to him, 
proved rather to the furtherance than the hindrance of 
the Goſpel. 


His Books, though devoid of that art and thoſe orna- 
ments, on which writers who ſeek the praiſe of men 
lay ſo great a ſtreſs, have been, and ſtill are highly 

eſteemed by thoſe who have a taſte for divine truth; 
and preatly inſtrumental, in the hands of the holy Spi- 
it, to the awakening of the careleſs, and the encou- 
| ragement of thoſe who are ſeeking ſalvation. And we 
doubt not but they will be farther owned of Gop for 
"theſe purpoſes, to many who are yet unborn, But as 
among the ſtars one excelleth another in glory, ſo of 
all our Author's Writings, there is no one perhaps 
io univerſally and deſervedly admired as his PiLGR1M's 
PRroGREsS, in which he gives a delineation of the 
Chriſtian life under the idea of a journey or a pilgrimage, 
from the City of Dęſtruction to the heavenly Fera/alem. 
In this Treatiſe he appears not only as a writer well 
inſtructed in the myſteries of the kingdom, but a man
